Shortly before 6 o’clock Mr. James Scott 
MecNorton, of Carlingford Lodge, Glasnevin, in- 
formed the Station Sergeant at Mountjoy Police 
Barrack that he had been told by a boy that 
a man had been found lying shot through the 
head in an avenue leading to the Model Farm. 
The place is near the point where the Mountjoy 
police district adjoins the Finglas and Santry 
Constabulary districts, but is in the Santry 
district, and the Mountjoy police communicated 
with these stations. The Station Sergeant sent 
a sergeant and some uniformed and plain clothes 
policemen to the scene, while other men were 
sent from the Constabulary stations. 

On the alarm being raised, Dr. H. M. Eustace 
went to the scene, but found that life was 
extinct. A priest also arrived. The Cor- 
poration ambulance was summoned, and the 
body was taken to the Mater _Misericordia 
Hospital, where it now lies pending the post- 
mortem examination. 

The body, when discovered, was lying on the 
left side, with the legs drawn up, and the 
left arm under the jaw. 

On its arrival at the hospital at about 6.25 
p.m., the body was superficially examined by 
Dr. M. J. O'Flaherty, the house physician. It 
is, the doctor stated, that of a well-developed 
young man, of about 30 years of age. He was 
respectably dressed, and his appearance seug- 
gested that he had been in fairly comfortable 
circumstances. There were four bullet wounds, 
but. until a fuller examination had been made 
Dr. O'Flaherty was unable to say how many 
were entrance and how many exit wounds. 
One was in the right side of the body, towarde 
the back, another in the left breast in the 
region of the heart, a third in the back of the 
neck, and the fourth in front of the right ear. 

The man wae about five feet eight inches 
in height, with dark hair. He was clean- 
shaven, and possessed rather sharp features. 
There were some tattoo marks on both arms, 
which lead the police to the conclusion that he 
had been in the Army, and further support is 
gained for this inference by the fact that 
he was wearing an Army shirt.

Unionist amendments to the Home Rule Bill 
are beginning to appear on the Order Paper of 
the House of Commons. Lord Hugh Cecil gave 
notice yesterday of the following :—“That this 
House will not proceed further with a bill for 
establishing autonomous institutions in Ireland 
until this House is satisfied that the bill is 
approved by at least 4 majority of the people 
for whose autonomy these institutions are de- 
signed.” Lord Hugh suggests that these views 
should be obtained by means of a conetifuent 
Convention elected by proportional represen- 
tation for the preparation of a bill to be sub- 
mitted to Parliament.

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POLICE OFFICER'S ARMS STOLEN.

The raiders having secured the arms 
left the house, and at a signal the men who 
were holding the District Inspector also ran 
away. 
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A PROHIBITION WINDFALL. 
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DEFICIT CONVERTED INTO 
LARGE SURPLUS. 

A Reuter’s despatch from Nassau, Bahamas, 
dated February 4, says:—Prohibition in the 
United States, which caused enormous quanti- 
ties of wines and spirite to descend almost like 
an ayalanche upon this city, has transformed 
the Bahamas Government's financial condition 
as if by magic from a deficit to comparatively 
a huge surplus, provided labour for large num- 
bers of unemployed Bahamans, and put more 
money in circulation in this little British colony 
than has been the case for many years. 

Sir William Lamond Allardyce, K.C.M.G.., 
Governor of the colony, who has been promoted 
to be Governor of Tasmania, made this known 
officially yesterday in an address formally open- 
ing the 1920 session of the Bahamas Legislature. 

Original estimates of the colony's revenue for 
the year was £74,471, and expenditure £105,276, 
which would have left a deficit of £30,805. 
With the banishment of wines and spirits from 
the United States upon the advent of prohibi- 
tion, Nassau became one of the havens of 
refuge for wet goods, being one of the nearest 
foreign ports outside Canada and Mexico. 
Several vessels brought full cargoes, and the 
duties from these wines and spirits have restored 
the Bahamas Government's fallen fortunes from 
a dreaded deficit to a surplus three times the 
size of the expected deficit. By the end of the 
financial year it is expected the total revenue 
will reach £217,034, while the colony’s estimated 
expenditures will be about £106,616, which 
would leave a surplus of about £110,418. In 
addition a surplus of about £100,000 «annually, 
during the next two years at least, is expected 
from duties when the wines and spirits now in 
bonded warehouses are taken out. 

Arrival of the wine and spiritltaden vessels 
from the United States resulted in an abnormal 
demand not only for stevedores, but for a large 
number of skilled and unskilled labourers, owing 
to the immediate erection of commodious sheds 
as bonded warehouses. Even women and hoys 
found employment rolling barrels of wines and 
spirits from vessels to warehouses.

An inquest was held at the Military Hos 
pital, Queenstown, yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. Coroner Rice, of Fermoy, to inquire into 
the circumstances under which Private William 
Newman, of the Notts and Derby Regiment, 
met his death on the public road at Rushbrooke, 
Queenstown, on last Saturday afternoon, when 
he and four of his comrades were attacked by 
a party of civilians, and deprived of their arms 
and ammunition. Private Newman was shot 
through the neck, from the effects of which he 
died on the next day at the hospital. 

Among the witnesses examined were Lieu- 
te Dr. O'Connor, the 
four soldiers who formed the escort with de- 
ceased man, and Mr. Griffin, a fitter, who was 
the first to come to the assistance of the 
wounded man. There was no evidence to show 
who fired the shot that resulted in the death of 
Private Newman, and the jury found the 
following verdict :—” We find that Private Wm. 
Newman met his death as the result of a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by some person or persons 
unknown. In the melée the life of an innocent 
man was taken, and we express our abhorrence 
of the terrible crime, and tender our sympathy 
to his relatives.” 

It has not yet been decided whether the de- 
ceased man wil] be taken to England for in- } 
terment. 
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ORANGE OPINION AND HOME RULE. 

In Ulster Orange circles the Home Rule Bill 
is spoken of as dead-born. It has only two 
good points—it repeals the Hone Rule Act of 
1914, and it officially recognises Ulster’s right to 
self-determination—leading Orangemen. aver. 
“Don't worry” was the advice of a leading
